chemist, reported he found 
large 


quantities of arsenic in the exhumed 
body of Morcig Woznieski, fromer 


sweetheart of Mrs. Stunner. Wozni- 
eski, according to authorities, died in 
1914 after drinking a glass of beer 
given him by Mrs. Stunner. 


At least five deaths, including three 


husbands of the two women, are now 
attributed to the joint plotting of the 
women. Investigatidn is expected to 
eveal many more, according to 
authorities. 


DECLINE ALL NEGOTIATIONS 


French Government Will Not Dis- 


cuss Funding or Payment of 


Debt to America, 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 7. — The 


French government Khas so far de- 
clined to enter 'into any negotiations 
fo rthe funding of payment of the 
13,844,132,250 debt 
France 
owes 


America, according to a statement by 
Elliot Wadswort*1, assistant secretary 
of the treasury, at secret hearings 
held by the house appropriations com- 
mittee. 


The statement was revealed today 


' at the climax of former Premier 
Clemenceau's visit to Washington on 
a mission to gain sympathy and help 
. of this government for France. 


Wadsworth said France indicated it 


could not enter into any negotiations 
until assurances had been given of 
prompt 'payments of German repara- 
tions. •

Nebraska^ Gity-Presst-The Lincoln 


Journal suggests, as. one method -to 
stop the speeding motorist, depres- 
sions at intersections, .deep, enough to 
put fear into the heart of the un- 
seemly motorist and force iiim to 
slacken his speed as he reaches the 
"danger spot" in city streets. For 
several years Nebraska' City has had 
two or three such, depressions in the 
paving on a well-traveled residential 
street.

The speeder who likes a dash of 
danger—and most speeders seem to 
have that quality in their make-ups— 
pays little attention to the depres- 
sions He tears-over them without 
slackening his pace, shaking the 
bones'of himself "and hTs^feUow "pas- 
sengers and, probably, deducting a 
few months from the total life of his 
car, but there is no fear in-his body- 
The jar experienced by the careful 
driver when he crosses the "ditch," no 
matter how carefully he drives, has 
led to agitation for the removal of the 
obstruction. It really doesn't do the 
business.

Second Appropriation of Half Mil- 


lion Recommended by House 


Appropriations Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—A second 


appropriation of 1500,000 for the prose- 
cution of war fraud cases was recom- 
mended to congress today by the 
house appropriations committee in the 
annual supply bill for the state and 
justice departments. 


The fund was requested by aides of 


Attorney General Daugherty, who told 
the committee that the 1500,000 given 
in a special 
bill last summer was 


found insufficient to cover the ex- 
penses.

Others contend that fed- 
eral courts have also held that this act 
applies to money coming into competi- 
tion with banks and that money in the 
hands of building and loan and similar 
organization or in the hands of in- 
dividuals is not money used in com- 
petition with banks. 


The State bank of Omaha has a 


capital of $300,000. Its property is 
assessed at $400,523. It alleges there 
is discrimination 
against bank and 


trust companies in the rate of taxa- 
tion. It points out that $141,000,000 
of intangible property in Nebraska is 
taxed at one-fourth the tax rate apply- 
ing to banks. There is $47,000,000 of 
intangible property in Douglas county. 
States national and trust company 
property is taxed at $54,311.265. 


It is alleged in the petition that 


building and loan associations in 
Douglas county have $7,000,000 capital 
and are taxed at less than one-fourth 
the rate applying to banks. There are 
eight national banks in Omaha with, a 
capital of several millionc of dollars. 


The new state law taxes building 


and loan associations four mills on the 
dollar of their gross earnings.

Burns Discloses Important Information to 


Appropriations Committee 


MAY OVERTHROW GOVERNMENT o 


Working to Undermine Negroes and 


Labor Unions.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The com- 


munists Internationale with headquart- 
ers at Moscow, Russia, is directing a 
•widespread campaign in the United 
States for overflow of the American 
government and its deliverance into 
the hands of radicals, according to 
William J. Burns, head of the federal 
bureau of investigation. 


Direct statements 
to this 
effect 


were made by Burns before secret 
sessions of the house appropriations 
committee and were revealed today 
in printed transcripts of the hearings. 


Burns declared that documents ob- 


tained by his bureau during the past 
year "clearly indicated' 'that the com- 
munist Internationale is behind a 
strong movement 
"among negroes, 


labor unions and various social organi- 
zations and women's clubs, the ulti- 
mate purpose being to undermine 
these organizations with the view of 
overthrowing the United States gov- 
ernment and establishing dictatorship 
of the proletariat! 


"The prevailing 
sentiment," that 


this country is secure from the spread 
of radicalism, Burns said, "is serving 
to play tbe hands of the red leaders 
who are urging their" followers to take 
advantage 
of this feeling and work 


with greater diligence." 


A great wave of radicalism has 


swept the country since the coal and 
rail strikes and the herrin mine 
massacre, Burns declared, and "has re- 
sulted-ih the spreading of thousands of 
circulars by the communist party urg-' 
ing workers to disregard injunctions 
issued by the courts and to engage In 
mass action against the government" 


Burns made the startling revelation 


that the reds have established regular 
"schools" in various parts of the coun- 
try where radicalism is taught out- 
right, without the interference of the 
government. The.e is no law under 
which federal agents can operate, 
Burns said, adding that radical schools 
have already been spotted in Seattle 
and near Boston and are springing up 
in other sections of the country. 


"We have no authority whatever to 


stop it," Burns declared. 


The raid several months ago on a 


communist meeting at Bridgeman, 
Mich, where seventy-five arrests were 
made, resulted, according to Burns, in 
discovery of a well organized plot for 
radical agents to get into the army 
and navy, "so they could bore from 
within." 
The Bridgeman 
meeting. 


Burns declared, was largely for the 
purpose of putting youthful reds thru 
an examination to see whether they 
could 
pass the army and 
\a.vj 


examinations. 


Burns testified that 358 new radical 


publications have sprung up in the 
United States In the last year. The 
latest check, he said, showed that 
there are now 611 such publications in 
circulation thruout the country.

fraternity of stock salesmen who at- 
tained some fame in the days when, 
everybody was a millionaire. 


Mason Wheeler, assistant attorney 


general, who apepared to defend the 
action of the Jury, declared that the 
transaction in 
which Anthony ex- 


tracted $6,300 from Miss Julia Nahley 
of Hickman, was as reprehensible as 
a confidence game, and that his entire 
conduct in the deal stamps him as a 
menace to any community In which he 
sojourns. He said that there was no 
doubt but that he unloaded a ques- 
tionable security and that he did it by 
misrepresentations' that bring him 
within the criminal law. 


T. J. Doyle, who appeared for An- 


thony, devoted most of his argument 
to an attack on the indictments, and 
to asking why it was that Anthony 
had been picked out of .all the numer- 
ous stock salesmen, to "be prosecuted. 
He said that the indictment by the 
grand jury failed to follow the clear 
provisions of the statute, and that it 
cannot be sustained. The grand jury 
listed ten indictments against An- 
thony, but trial was had only upon 
this one. He fled, but was captured In 
Duluth. 
Mr. Doyle challenged the 


claim that the stock sold was not ot 
value. 


Mr. Wheeler said that these objec- 


tions were included in the list of ex- 
aggerated, technical, fanciful and the- 
oretical objections to Indictments that 
courts once permitted to be used as a 
way of escape 
for guilty men but

Almost Equal to largest Ever Han- 


dled by Railroads—Little Pros- 


pect of Decreases in 


Rates. 


WASHINGTON", Dec. 7.—Present 


railroad rates, bitterly 
attacked by 


farm bloc leaders in 
-ongress, "no 


longer interfere with the flow o£ com- 
merce as a whole," the interstate com- 
merce commission declares in its an- 
nual report submitted to congress to- 
day. 


"The tonnage moved by the rail- 


roads has beeri steadily increasing in 
recent months, until at the end of the 
period covered by this report—Novem- 
ber 1—*-the traffic is almost equal to 
the largest ever handled by our rail- 
roads," the report states. 


Until earnings by the carriers reach 


the 5.75 per sent set as "reasonable" 
by the commission, there is little pros- 
pect of further decrease in rates, the 
report indicates. 
Earnings in 1921 


were "clearly inadequate," the com- 
mission found. Possibly 
increased 


earnings by the roads from the pres- 
ent flood of traffic were absorbed by 
the commission in the 10 per cent re- 
duction ordered last July, in anticipa- 
tion of the present increased traffic. 
The exact efiect of this reduction on 
earnings has not yet been determined 
by the 
commission because of the 


strike last summer. 


Installation of automatic train con- 


trol devices on railroad-, is progress- 
ing, the report states Complete in- 
stallation is not compulsory before 
January 1, 1925. Tests completed on 
March 31, last on 276 miles of track, 
involving 659,875 observations "dem- 
onstrated that automatic train control 
devices have been developed to the 
point where they are now practicable 
under actual service conditions, and 
that when properly Installed, they in- 
crease the safety of train operation." 


"The need for automatic train con- 


trol devices has been further empha- 
sized since January 1, 1922," the re- 
port continues, "by our investigation 
of six serious train accidents resulting 


from non-obedience 
to 
automatic 


block signals. 
These accidents 10- 


eulted in the death of fifty persons and 
injury of 488 others. Occurrence of ac- 
cidents of this character will undoubt- 
edly continue unless 
automatic de 


vices to compel obedience to signals 
are Installed." 


During the past fiscal year, the com- 


mission granted moie applicat.ons to 
abandon existing lines than it did peti- 
tions to construct new lines, revealing 
a serious situation. Abandonment of 
520 miles was authoiized against per- 
mission to construct -146 miles. During 
the present fiscal year, however, ap 
plications to construct 2,9ol miles of 
line were received against applica- 
tions to abandon only 808 miles.

WAJTT SEVEH MILLION FOE THE 


STATE UNIVEBSHY. 


Five Hundred Thousand Asked for 


Gymnasium on the City Campus 


— To Buy Land for Agri- 


cultural College. 


•The regents of the state university 
presented ' their estimate of expenses 
and request for appropriation amount- 
ing to $7,210,225 for the 
next 
two 


years, to Governor McKelvie Wednes- 
day. 
The appropriation for the past 


two yeara was 16,106,926 of which $5,- 
710,544 will be spent by the end of the 
biennium, This will leave a balance 
of $396,382. 


The regents ask that this balance 


be reapproprlated for use in the next 
two years, this amount being Included 
in the total amount of ?7,210,225 asked 
for. 
Of this total amount the regents 


request $4,727,602 from funde raised 
by taxation, the remainder is to come 
from university cash and 
federal 


funds. 


Of the funds raised by taxation, the 


regents want $680,000 for new build- 
ings and lands. Of this amount, $500,- 
000 is for a new gymnasium on the 
city campus. This gymnasium has no 
connection with the proposed athletic 
stadium which is to be built by private 
subscriptions alone. They want $160,- 
000 for the purchase of land adjacent 
Lo the college of agriculture. This is 
a tract of 640 acres belonging t\ the 
H. E. Moore estate. Another $200,000 
is wanted for a museum on the city 
campus. 


For increase in salaries and main- 


tainence the regents want ?19S,498 
over the amount required for the past 
two years. 
No increase in present 


salaries Is, contemplated, but they ex- 
pect to employ more salaried people 
in the next two years than in the past 
two. 


The governor may recommend any 


or all of thia request to the next legis-.

OVERDRAFT ON GENERAL FUKD 


INCREASES $147,359.12. 


Expenditure of $78,313 on New Cap- 


itol in November Leaves $2,018,- 


817 Balance in This Fond. 


State Treasure Dan B. Cropeey's re- 


port for November shows the receipt 
of $861,909.64 during the month. The 
disbursements total $1,039,666.33, leav- 
ing a balance of $3,1294.03.59. The 
general fund is overdrawn $743,745.59. 
This overdraft was $595,385.99 the 
first of November. The overdrafts are 
paid with funds on hand other than 
general funds and the warrants so 
taken up are held by the treasurer as 
cash. 


The cash account comprises these 


items: Cash and cash Items, $6,- 
816.84; 
overdrawn 
accounts, 
$742,- 


745.59; due from 
depository banks, 


$3,122,286.73. This makes a total of 
$3,871,849.16 for which the treasurer 
is accountable. 


In November a total of $102,476.97

six to Thir^n for the Present 


System of GoTernment. 


If tV* "representation of students 


•nreieiit at the first open forum meet- 
ing for university men held at the law 
building Wednesday night was a fair 
representation of students at the uni- 
-versity, the students stand two to one 
for the retention of the civil adminis- 
tration code. 
A vote taken at the 


close of an hour's discussion resulted 
in a vote of twenty-six for the reten- 
tion of the code, and thirteen for the 
immediate repeal of the code. 


B. Frank Watson presided. 
Main 


speakers on the question were Welch 
Pogue, who argued for the retention 
of the code, and Seymour Smith, who 
upheld the argument that the code 
should be immediately annihilated. 
Among the 
other 
speakers 
were 


Harold M. Henkle, Franklin J. Potter, 
Byron T. Parker and R. W. Patter- 
son. 
Professor II. M. Fogg, of the 


school of journalism, spoke briefly at 
the end of the meeting, and declared 
he was glad to have his name used as 
a sponsor for the forum association of 
the law freshman class. He recalled 
the fact that twenty years ago there 
were four debating societies on the 
campus, and said that often both sides 
of his brain had figuratively wept at 
the "pathetic slump" in the interest of 
students in things intellectual, 
and 


welcomed the forum as a show that 
the men were taking an interest after 
all in things that make for mental de- 
velopment. 


Seymour Smith, declared that the 


code should be repealed 
because it 


gives too much power into the hands 
of the governor, 
makes for duplica- 


tion of effort, and is not an ecnornl- 
cal measure. 
He declared that the 


people by electing by a 50,000 major- 
ity a man pledged to abolish the code, 
repudiated the code idea. 


Mr. Pogue declared that the code 


should be retained ' because it is in 
accordance with, the system used in 
the 
national 
administration 
and 


brings business administration- into 
the government of the state. He de- 
clared that he challenged the opposi- 
tion to show any more duplication of 
work under the code than there was 
under the old system, which had 
twenty-six boards 
and departments. 


As for traveling expenses for depart- 
ment fieads, he said the old system 
of government kept 
no account of 


money spent for traveling. 


Byron T. Parker asked that an ex- 


planation be made as to the number of 
$125 a month stenographers kept by 
each code official. He said he under- 
stood that each head kept three, and 
in order to make the public think the 
three were earning 
their money he 


keeps them working all day repeating 
the copying of tables of figures on a 
typewriter until the poor things begin 
suffering from "nervous abstraction." 
He said he intended to make a more 
thoro investigation.

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—With the 


greatest booze armada In history wait- 
Ing at America's gates to discharge Its 
Christmas cargo, a sharp bull move- 
ment started in the liquor market 
today, putting prices well above 1921 
levels. 
Bootleg quotations are going up be- 


cause the operators of the booze fleets 
have gone on a virtual strike, demand- 
Ing a bigger profit 
While land agents and fleet oper- 


ators haggle, the holiday demand in- 
creases and prices rls"e. ' 
This "profiteering" virus has also 


infected smugglers on a small scale, 
who bring in small shipments -from 
England as a side line. Their prices 
for Scotch have gone from |50 to ?85 
a case, and retailers complain this 
leaves them no margin of profit

the 1921 Christmas season, as given 
by prominent bootleggers:

Competition is too strong to allow 


anyone to arise the bar drinkers 
price. 
Small bootleggers are holding out 


contending that they cannot afford to, 
risk arrest and imprisonment for 
profit as smaall as they would receive, 
if they paid the operator's price. 
They point out that they cannot sud- 
denly boost their prices or their trade 
would fall off. 


The main promise of a fall In prices 


is that pirating and hijacking (land 
piracy) will again come into fashion. 
This would put the price down again, 
as the pirates, who get their liquor 
tor nothing, can afford to sel low. 


Prohibition agents in the New York 


district estimate that 300 ships, large 
and small, are now engaged in rum 
running along the Atlantic coast This 
fleet is .now occupied in an attempt to 
smuggle into the United .States $30,- 
000,000 worth of "Christmas cheer," 
these agents and officials of the "dry 
navy" said.

CHAPTER XVI. 


Shadows. 


A still picture of Henry Ford Is 


Impossible, for the simple reason that 
there is something in him that Is 
never still. He thinks quickly and he 
acts quickly, and he Is always think 
Ing and acting. 
His normal state 


seems to be that of mental agitation, 
and it Is an agitation that is con- 
tagious. 
In his presence no one Is 


ever entirely at his ease—at least 
that is true of his employes. You 
come to feel certain of but one thing, 
and that is that with any work which 
he has to do, the unexpected is bound 
to happen. There is about him the 
fascination of an unlimited uncer- 
tainty. No living being knows what 
he la likely to say or do next. 


The outward man reveals what is 


within. The ever-changing expression 
of his face, the constant play upon it 
of lights and shadows reflectirig his 
rapidly changing thoughts and moods, 
are the subject of remark on the part 
of those who see Mr. Ford daily. 


Photographers complain that he is 


"hard to- get." 
There are snapshots 


of him a-plenty. Each looks as he 
looks at times. But no one of them 
reveals him as he is. No satisfactory 
photograph of him, so far as I know, 
has ever been taken. No life-like por- 
trait of him has ever been painted, 
that I have seen, and I venture to 
say none revealing the inward man 
ever will be. There is something in 
his face too elusive either for camera 
or brush, just as there is something 
deep within him so complex, so con- 
tradictory, so elusive as to defy de- 
scription. It is a face that reveals an 
extraordinary alertness rather than 
depth of thought. Poise and repose 
are not present to any marked degree. 


The face of Henry 
Ford is the 


mirror of his mind. One is as diffi- 
cult to photograph as the other. 
Mental snapshots there are of him m 
abundance, but anything approaching 
a true mental portrait of him has 
never been made. Henry Ford to be 
known must be seen in action, not 
once or twice, but many times. 
The 


only mental picture of him possible 
is a moving mental picture, a series 
of impressions, of sketches made on 
the spot, revealing him swayed, as he j

Henry Ford, Detroit's famous billionaire, in his he

and emotions. 


It has been my privilege to observe 


him in his widely differing moods, to 
study him under a variety of circum- 
stances, and to discuss with him many 
things. In addition to this I know 
many of his executives—past 
and 


present—and have talked over with 
them often and at length the impres- 
sions he has made on them, and in 
this way I have had opportunity to 
verify, or correct, my own impressions. 


I have seen Henry Ford at. work 


and at play. I have been with him 
on occasions when he was facing the 
ridicule of the world, and again when 
he was receiving its applause. 


But In spite of a long and fairly 


intimate acquaintance 
with him, I 


hare not one mental picture of him, 
as I have already intimated, of which 
I can say, "This is as he is, or as I 
Itnow him." T.here are-in him lights 
so high and shadows so deep that I 
cannot get the whole of him in proper 
focus at the same time. 


Pilgrimages to Highland Park and 


Dearborn are made by people from all 
parts of the world. 
They come to 


learn the truth about Henry Ford. 
Some of them will tell you that they 
are bent on making the one true pen 
sketch of a man whose name Is asso- 
ciated In their minds with that of 
Lincoln and—but respect for the one 
and reverence for the other forbids 


. the mentioning in this connection of 


the second name. I have met in the 
past many of these would-be painters 
of Henry Ford. Now and then one 
makes his way to my door even yet. • 
I know the itinerary that was marked • 
out for them on their arrival. I know • 
the offices thru which they were' 
routed. I am familiar with the ma-i 
terial that was given them. Now and 
then a favored individual was given 
an interview with Mr. Ford himself. 
With rapt attention he heard him 
express his ideas, discuss his policies, 
and unfold his plans, and then he went, 
away and made a picture—a mosaic 
' of second-hand mental impressions 
and of carefully selected facts. I hare 
never seen one of these pictures in 
which the lights and shadows were 
true to life. Some were almost all 
light, and others were nearly all 
shadow, depending somewhat, I snp- 
pose. on the prejudices and the point 
of view of the one making the sketch. 


FonJ executives—in and out—know 


that no man can know Henry Ford 
who has not lived for some time in 
his industrial family; that no true im- 
pression of him can be obtained from 


one or more formal or informal inter- 
views with him. 


As in every other man, there is in 


Henry Ford the mingling of opposing 
elements, in him, however, the con- 
trast between these elements is more 
pronounced than in the average man. 
Phenomenal strength in one direction 
is offset by lamentable weakness in 
another. Astounding knowledge of and 
insight into business 
affairs 
along 


certain 
lines stand 
out 
against a 


boasted ignorance in other matters. 
Sensational achievements are mingled 
with 
equally 
sensational 
failures. 


Faith in his employes and, at times, 
unlimited generosity toward them, are 
clouded on occasion by what seems to 
be an utter indifference to the fate 
and feelings of men in his employ. 
There seems to be no middle ground 
in his makeup. There is no unifying 
spirit in the warring elements of his 
nature. There is no line discernible, 
that I have ever been able to detect, 
that marks the resultant of the oppos- 
ing forces within him, and to which 
one may point and say, "This is the j 
general trend of his life." 
It cannot j 


be said of him that he is this or that 
What must be said is that he is this 
and that. 


He has in him the mental 
and 


moral qualities of a great character, 
if only they were properly blended. 
He is neither erratic nor unbalanced, 
as some would have us believe. The 
true explanation of him seems 
to 


me to be this—his mind has never 
been organized (due, perhaps, in large 
part to the absence of early educa- 
tional influences) and his moral quali- 
ties and impulses, among which are to 
be found some of the 
highest 
and 


noblest I have ever known grouped 
in any one man, have never been com- 
pounded and blend 3d into a stable, un- 
ified character. One of the most ex- 
traordinary and outstanding facts in 
regard to him, the inexplicable and 
ironical COD tradiction, is that a genius 
in the 
use of methods for the as- 


sembly of the parts of a machine, he 
has failed to appreciate the supreme 
importance 
of the proper assembly, 


adjustment and balance of the parts 
of the 
mental and moral 
machine 


within him. He has in him the mak- 
ings of a great man, the parts lying 
about in more or less disorder. If only 
Henry Ford were properly assembled! 
If only he would do in himself that 
which he has done in his factory! 


There are times when I felt that 


the balance had been struck, when 
the warring elements in his nature 
had come finally to rest, the blend 


hoped for had been attained, and then 
the fires slumbering 
m '.nui 
have 


broken forth with volc-tii c budden- 
ness and fury, and regrettable quali 
ties have 
come to the surface 
In 


character he pensists in remaining a 
mixture which defies classification 
and in that respect, at least, resembles 
a certain order of genius. 


In spite of these displays of con- 


tradictory 
sides of 
character 
one 


never ceases to hope that some day, 
under heat and pressure of some kind 
these mental and moral forces will be 
fused and blended into one great per- 
sonality. If only the proper mixture 
were to bs attained and held. If only 
the scales would cease their endless 
oscilliation, Henry Ford would easily 
stand out as one of the great charac- 
ters of this and all time. 


It was this which 
I have 
just 


written that I had in mind when I 
said that I had no one mental picture 
of him of which I can say,> "This is as 
he is, or as he appears to me." I find 
that all I can do is to record a series 
of impressions 
which he has made 


upon 
me, impressions 
which have 


varied greatly from time to time, and 
from which it is impossible for me to 
develop a single, 
satisfactory, com 


posite picture.

On 
Saturday night he expects to make 
inventory and prepare for final settle- 
ment with the,city treasurer.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—A demand 


upon congress for immediate amend- 
ment of the Volstead act to check 
prohibition enforcement scandals, by 
placing all prohibition agente under 
*civil service is made in the report-of 


the council of the national civil ser- 
vice reform league, submitted today 
at the opening session of the league's 
forty-second annual convention. 


The leport demands, also that laws 


giving preference to veterans of the 
world war in appointment to positions 
under the federal government be re- 
pealed and that 
the appointment of 


politicians to 
postmasterships 
be 


terminated, by requiring tte selection 
for office 
of the 
person 
standing 


highest on the eligible lists prepared 
by the United States civil 
service 


commission. 


When the Volstead act was passed; 


civil service rules requiring appoint- 
ment on merit, following competitive 
examinations, weie waived in the case 
of prohibition agents and this wide 
field of patronage left open for pos- 
sible political exploitation. The report 
cites a long list of prohibition scan- 
dals which it says are directly trace- 
able to political appointments. 


The post office department is "se- 


verely condemned" in the report for 
seeking the recommendations of con- 
gressmen prior to making post-master 
ship appointments. Under President 
Harding's modification of the Wilson 
order on presidential postmasters, 
which is set down as "a distinct con- 
cession to the demands of congress 
for spoils," any one of the three high- 
est eligibles may be appointed, and 
congressmen are given the privilege 
by the post oftice department, the re- 
port states, of -designating 
theii 


choices for postmasters in their dis- 
tricts. 
"It is an essential absurdity" the 


report continues, "to have competitive 
examinations for the purpose of elimi- 
nating spoils and still to admit the 
patronage system by permitting con- 
gressmen and local politicans to de- 
termine uopn the selection of one of 
the first three." 
During the administration of Presi- 


dent Roosevelt, the report states, the 
appointment was given to the first 
man on the eligible list in over 90 per 
cent of the cases, whereas under the 
^Harding order the first man on the 


list, for postmaster is appointed in less 
than 44 per cent of the cases. 


It ii announced in the report that 


the civil service 
reform league is 


about to undertake a country-wide 
campaign to secure the adoption of 
laws providing for the merit system 
of appointment in the 38 states that 
are etill without'civil'service laws. 
During the coming year the principal 
effort of the league will be centred in 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Kentucky, Indiana and Vir- 
ginia.

trouble and expense of building fine 
panels and 
cabinets for mounting 


their receiving sets are disappointed 
afterward when they find the un- 
sightly appearance that is given to it 
by all of the wires from storage and 
B battery, which usually are brought 
to binding posts on the right end of 


, the front ot the panel. I have many 
| times recommended putting 
these 


' binding posts on the back of the base- 
' board and a number of readers ha\ e 
since written saying that they do not 
understand how connections are to be 
made when they want to slide their 
sets into a cabinet This difficulty is 
not hard to solve and I am showing 
here an arrangement which I have 
found both neat and satisfactory. 


It is simply a small piece, of hard 


rubber or bakelite or dry wood about 
six inches long with nine 
binding 


posts mounted on it. 


Behind it, thru the back of the cat- 


ine, seven holes should be bored, each 
about a quarter inch in diameter, anrt 
it is thru these holes that your wires 
are passed from the storage and B 
battery. 
Two oJC the binding posts 


are for the plus and the minus of the 
storage battery, three are 
fofr 
the 


minus of the B batter and its 22 1-2 
and 45 bolts positive taps; two are for 
aerial and ground and these last two 
are for leads from the loop aerial if 
you use one. If you do not use a loop, 
only seven binding posts are neces- 
sary on the base. 


This, of course, is only for sets 


using amplifiers. For those who are 
using detector bulb alone it is neces- 


sary to have only two binding posts 
for the B batteries. 


It is best for this arrangement to 


use a very flexible wire and it should 
be rubber-covered sO as to avoid all 


chance of insulation wearing off and 
the battery becoming short-circuited. 


\Vlth this uriangfiiH'iU It Is qulto 


possible to pull UK- set out of the cab- 
inet, disconnect the buttery wires, and 
make any repairs that are necesbun, 
and it then becomes quite a simple 
matter to connect the 
battery wires 


again and pull them thru the holes 
after you place the set back again in 
the cabinet.

.Personality of Wu Pei-Fu 


Wu Pei-fu is a small man, very 


slight, with diminutive hands and feet, 
but as hard as nails and as agile as a 
cat 
He has a narrow, well-shaped 


head, soft amber eyes, and the slightly 
aquiline features which are the mark 
in both Cbina and Japan of the aristo- 
crat. On the parade-ground he 
is 


something of a martinet, but no one 
minds because he works as hard as 
any soldier. In his neadquarters he 
is the most unassuming and in some 
respects unimpressive military officer 
in China. Th'e Chinese have so keen 
a sense of the dramatic in any situa- 
tion that not one in ten thousand can 
help striking a pose when the situa- 
tion seems to call for it. Any other 
Chinese in Wu's place would pose as 
the war-lord and the conqueror. Wu 
Pei-fu is as natural as a child. He is 
more than modest; he is extremely 
shy and diffident, carrying on most 
of his conversation with hanging head 
and in a. small, soft, slightly queru- 
lous voice. 


His mental attitude toward himself 


and his position in China is as unique 
as his manner. He is probably the 
only public official in China who sin- 
cerely regards himself as a public serv- 
ant. Some of his most intimate ad- 
visers complain that tho he is a lion 
in war, taking personal risks that no 
commanding officer ought to take and 
gambling against any odds, he is a 
coward in politics. Having won a vic- 
tory, he will take no initiative and 
assume no responsibility in instituing 
the reforms that the country Is led to 
expect from him. Having the power 
of a dictator, he will not assume the 
functions. His plea invariably is that 
he has no right to interfere in such 
matters. He removes tyrants and 
creates opportunities for the people 
to call their parliaments or set up the 
authority, to do these things for them. 
Once the fighting is over, his major 
ambition always seems to be to get 
into the most inconspicuous corner 
available and wait hopefully for the 
people to do the rest- Meanwhile the 
people are waiting for him to move, 
and the usual result is mutual disap- 
pointment—From Anns and the Men 
in China, by Rodney Gilbert, in Asia 
Magazine. 


PARIS, (By Mail.)—"We haven't an 


army of spies—but we ought to have. 
The German statements are ridicu- 
lous. They seem to forget that the

Herewith are a few of the amazing 


stories told to the allied officers and 
officials of the French and British 
war offices: 


Veritable Army. 


At the present moment Germany 


has an army of 182,000 men—com- 
posed largely of former non-commiE- 
sioned officers—organized ii» &u in- 
genious manner so that it would be . 
instantly expanded 'many times by 
simply drafting men into the fiame- 
work already prepared. 


This army is composed of the 


Reichswehr, of which 92,000 were 
authorized by the allies in the treaty, 
that is, the pre-war numoer. But at 
Boulogne, in 1920, Germany pleaded 
that to combat internal bolshevism 
she must have more men. Against 
the desires of France, it was finally 
agreed to authorize 60,000 additional 
men to act as local state police. But 
Germany has organized this force .to 
90,000 men and instead of the charac- 
teristics of a police force, it is or- 
ganized like an army, into companies, 
battalions, etc. Thus Germany has 
almost exactly doubled her Heich- 
swehr under the noses of the allies. 


The Schutzpolizei or state police 


contains 5,000 officers of the old army 
and recruits 
are 
enlisted under 


exactly the same regulations as the 
pre-war army and are. constantly 
trained in the teachnical elements of 
modern warfare. 


Before the war Germany maintained 


state police in only thirty-three towns. 
She has gradually and quietly ex- 
tended this to 204 localities since the 
armistice. 


Since the armistice the allied com- 


missioners have discovered vast quan- 
tities of hidden arms and munitions. 


Fear Gas Experiments. 


Inasmuch as Marshal Foch and all 


military experts agree that the next 
war will largely be fought with poison- 
ous gases, this phase of Germany's 
preparations is viewed with most 
alarm by observers. The basic raw 
material for production of explosives 
and gases is fixed nitrogen in the form 
of nitric acid and ammonia. Since 
the war German industrialists have 
given more attsution to the extension 
ol their production in these chemicals 
than to anything else. Despite Ger- 
man pleas of poverty, the great O:-- 
peau works destroyed by explosion iu 
September, 1921, is completely re- 
stored and in a position to resume 
full production. 


Tens of millions of marks have been 


added to the capitalization of the syn- 
thetic ammonia plants of the Badische 
company and the Merseburg Saxony 
•works. 


The German government has evaded 


allied curiosity by txplaisiiag the

Alli'.-d reports show that on Janu- 


ary 1st there were 347 war munitions 
plants of various kinds not yet con- 
verted to peacetime activities.

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MEN AND THINGS 


The state highway system In Ne- 


braska, as laid out by the state de- 
partment of public works, the county 
boards and the legislature, embraces 
about 5800 miles of roads to be built 
according to plans and specifications 
of the federal government roads de- 
partment. 
When these are finished 


the state will have a network of 
splendid highways of the sort leading 
out of Lincoln on the main arteriee. 
They will be an excellent substitute 
for the so-called permanent roads of 
brick and asphalt and concrete just 
so long as they are maintained. Of 
the total mileage about 60 per cent 
has been built, and is being main- 
tained by taxes levied on auto owners. 


Now comes State Engineer Johnson 


and proposes that because the people 
are rarin' around about state taxes 
the cost of finishing the state highway 
system 
be 
loaded 
off 
onto • the 


shoulders of automobile owners. In 
that way a reduction of 14 per cent in 
state taxes would be effected; that is 
to say, the tax receipt that the county 
treasurer so gently hands over will be 
14 per cent lees than now so far as 
state taxes are involved, if we adopt 
the Johnson plan. It is merely a shift- 
ing of the taxes and will make no dif- 
ference in total tax contributions to 
those who now pay the greater part 
of the taxes, since what they save on 
general property tax will be paid on 
automobile tax. Johnson's plan is 
merely tempering the wind to the 
shorn lamb, unless the auto owner 
claims the latter title as his own. 


Two million dollars' worth of prop- 


erty in Nebraska has gone up in 
smoke In the last eleven months. In 
that time there were 328 fires in Lin- 
coln that disposed of $ i8,000 -worth of 
property, 398 in Omaha that ate up 
a third of a million of lares 
and 


penates, while 849 fires In the re- 
mainder of the state consumed over a 
million and a half. A little over half 
the -fires occurred outside the two big 
cities with highly efficient 
paid de- 


partments, but over three-fourths of 
the loss 
was sustained in these 


smaller places. The experts say that 
90 per cent of the fires that are not 
set are duo to carelessness. Are you 
careless?
